The monument will stand as a me­ 
morial to the New York commanders 
who have not been honored elsewhere 
tin the field.

Washington—With 
about 
32,000 
young men in attendance,Uncle Sam’s 
citizens’ military training camps are 
in full swing at 29 points throughout 
the country. 
Obedience to authority, teamwork, 
personal hygiene and the responsibili­ 
ties of citizenship are being taught 
in four courses, the “Basic,” “Red” 
“White,” and “Blue.” Youths from 17 
to 24 years are eligible for training 
during their first year at camp, if 
their physical condition warrants it. 
In the other courses, the maximum 
age is 31 years. The lads are trained 
in one of six branches, cavalry, coast 
artillery, field artillery, 
engineers, 
infantry and signal corps, after they 
have taken the preliminary course. 
There are no aviation, quartermaster 
or 
hospital 
corps 
courses, 
as there ate in the specialist class. 
Uncle Sam furnishes the uniforms, 
which are turned back to the gov­ 
ernment at the close of the camp, and 
pays all expenses of the successful 
applicants. 
Medical and dental at­ 
tendance and laundry are free. 
No 
obligation of future 
service is as­ 
sumed by the applicant. 
The War Department has ascer­ 
tained, after four years’ experience 
with the camps, that the American 
youth is somewhat below par physic­ 
ally. 
He gains on an average of four 
pounds after a season in a military 
camp. He passes a higher percentage 
in the army intelligence test than did 
the men summoned for service in the 
world war, officers point 
out that 
GO percent of the boys are students. 
Employers Help 
Captain C. C. 
Lowe, 
who is in 
charge of “recruiting” for the camps, 
has approached business men on the 
subject of getting more 
industrial 
workers into training, and many em­ 
ployers are co-operating with the gov­ 
ernment in allowing an 
extra two 
weeks off during the summer to per­ 
mit eligible employes to take the 30 f 
days’ training course. 
The Boy Scout movement has been 
in aid to the camp idea, and former 
scouts make up an appreciable pcrt- 
centage of the camps. 
Uncle Sam is looking forward to 
training 50,000 boys in 30 camps in 
1925. He had 10,000 boys in 1921; 
22.000 in 1922 and 25,000 last year as 
against 32,000 this year.

City In Nevada 


Reno, Nev., Aug. 12.—The discovery 
of figuring in Aztec characters on the 
rock wall of a cavern in eastern Ne­ 
vada, near the Lehman Caves national 
reserve, was announced by Dr. B. F. 
Schappelle, 
University

Nevada 
archeologist, yesterday. .He described 
the find as one of the most important 
of its kind among western archeologi­ 
cal discoveries. 
The tracings are said to be the fur­ 
thest north Aztec markings discover­ 
ed.

“Nearly 25,000 women of the farms 
met in small groups as appointed rep­ 
resentatives of their respective com­ 
munities and received from extension 
agents or specialists definite training 
in better practices in the various 
phases of home making,” she said. 
“This training wras given to them 
that they might in turn train other 
groups in their communities who de­ 
sired like information. 
“The local leader frequently acted 
as a demonstrator to a community 
group, or .selected others to demon­ 
strate better practices. 
Altogether, 
251,295 women acted in this capacity 
in 1922, and through 
their 
efforts 
more than 674,000 other farm people 
w^ere 
influenced 
to 
improve 
their 
methods in home making.” 
Improved Methods 
All subjects related to home mak­ 
ing 
and 
community 
work 
were 
stressed by the leaders and improved 
methods outlined. One result of home 
demonstration work, which should be 
recognized, said Miss Frysinger is 
the large number of farm girls who, 
through their regular club work and 
short courses have 
received an in­ 
centive and actually earned the neces­ 
sary money to make possible a col­ 
lege education.

Millon, England.;—doser coopera­ 
tion between the Safety in Mines Re­ 
search Board of Great Britain and 
the- United stated * Bureau of Mines, 
will„ foe hastened . fey the results of 
work at s the. .experimental station at 
Eskmeals, Cumberland, said Dr. Fos­ 
ter Bain, director of the United States 
Mines Bureau, after a recent visit 
to the Cumberland station. 
A remarkable demonstration of a 
coal dust explosion was witnessed. 
Coal dust was strewn along the floor 
and on shelves inside tho explosion 
gallery for a distance of 350 feet. The 
gallery is cylindrical, 750 feet long, 
7 feet and 6 inches' in diameter and 
constructed of half-inch iron. 
Pit 
props were placed inside to make con­ 
ditions approximate those in mines 
when explosions occur. 
Huge Blast 
A cannon was placed under the gal­ 
lery at the center and fired into the 
dust zone. 
A great explosion fol­ 
lowed, the flames travelling along, the 
inside of the gallery and into the open 
air at a speed of 1,000 feet a second. 
The pit props were sent flying in all 
directions, while a great volume of 
smoke and dust rose to a height of 
several hundred feet. 
Another explosion was staged un­ 
der similar conditions, but with stone 
dust mixed with the coal dust. 
The 
use of stone dust minimized the force 
of the explosion to such a degree that 
the pressure exerted was almost neg­ 
ligible as compared’ with the great 
pressure exerted whpn the coal dust 
alone exploded.

License Tax 
Financed by 70 percent of a motor 
vehicle license tax and the entire pro­ 
ceeds from a two cent tax on gasoline, 
the 6 OOO mile trunk highway system 
of South Dakota, begun in 1919, will 
be approximately 
one-fourth 
com­ 
pleted and gravel surfaced 
at 
the 
close of 1924, under supervision of the 
state highway commission. 
The system comprises 
six direct 
east and west routes through the state 
and an equal number running north 
and south. The construction program 
of this season is the most significant 
yet undertaken, as it will complete a 
number of the through routes in the. 
east half of the state. 
By the end of the year a total of 
4,000 miles of the arterial system will 
have been graded. During the last 
fiscal year the highway fund received 
$1,350,000 from automobile fees and 
$900,000 from the gasoline tax. The 
former fund is devoted wholly to new 
construction and the latter to main­ 
tenance.
